Ford’s Energy Program To Sponsor Theatre 


A total of 34 summer 
positions will be available 
for the summer at the Parks, 
Playgrounds and Recreation 
Department, it was an¬ 
nounced today. 

Applications are now 
available to the department 
office.

February Exhibits

Governor Michael 
Dukakis has warned that 
President Ford’s energy 
program will have a 
“devastating effect on the 
nation’s consumers” if it is 
implemented. 

Dukakis, the lead-off 
witness at hearings held 
recently by the U.S. Senate 
Commerce Subcommittee on 
Consumer Affairs, said the 
average Massachusetts 
family, for example, would 
pay an additional $280 for 
energy alone under the Ford 
plan. 

But, the governor said, 
“escalating fuel costs are 
just one way consumers will 
be hurt by the Ford 
proposals. 

“The President’s 
program, as submitted, will 
have a devastating effect on 
the nation’s consumers. It is 
both inflationary and 
recessionary. Consumers 
will be hit with ex¬ 
traordinary price increases, 
not only in their energy 
purchases, but in other 
goods and services. Food 
prices will rise, and hun¬ 
dreds of consumers will be 
unable to afford the cost of 
heating their homes,” Gov. 
Dukakis said. 

Citing the “indirect ef¬ 
fects” of the Ford energy 
plan, Dukakis said an ad¬ 
ditional 15,000 workers in 
Massachusetts would lose 
their jobs as a result of the 
proposed higher tariff on 
imported oil. 

In addition, Dukakis said, 
Massachusetts taxpayers 
would bear an added $16- 
million burden just to 
compensate for the state’s 
own higher fuel costs and 
loss of tax revenues.

Property taxes will also 
rise as cities and towns pass 
increased fuel costs onto 
homeowners, the governor 
predicted. 

Dukakis said the Ford 
program would not sub¬ 
stantially reduce fuel con¬ 
sumption. A plan based on 
price increases assumes that 
much of the demand for oil is 
discretionary, that people 
can use less. We in New 
England cut back on our use 
of oil after the OPEC nations 
raised their prices. We are at 
our limit now. Further price 
increases will only serve to 
ruin our economy,” the 
governor said. 

Contending that gasoline 
consumption lies at the heart 
of the energy problem, 
Dukakis suggested that 
“some form of gasoline 
rationing or allocation is 
needed. 

“I think the American 
people will accept that 
concept if necessary,” 
Dukakis said. “In any case, 
the effort should be directed 
at gasoline, in particular, 
rather than all types of oil 
products. Why penalize a 
homeowner for the wasteful 
habits of the automobile 
driver?” he added. 

Dukakis said he found the 
President’s opposition to 
rationing puzzling since “in 
reality he himself suggested 
a rationing plan — a plan 
which rations according to 
an individual’s ability to 
pay- 

“Very simply,” Dukakis 
said, “the Ford plan will cut 
back on energy consumption 
by pricing it beyond the 
reach of thousands of 
Americans. The rich will get 
the oil they need, the poor 
will not.”

Under the guidance of first 
year Coach Carol Capitani, 
the girls baksetball program 
has finally reached a 
respectable level after three 
consecutive winters as cellar 
dwellers in the Valley Wheel. 

“I definitely am pleased 
with how hard the girls have 
worked,” noted Capitani. 
“We don’t have a winning 
record but it still is a suc¬ 
cessful season.”

“Tommy Quinn and Sammy Provost are very similar 
ballplayers,” remarked Athletic Director Cliff Kibbe who 
coached both of Agawam’s 1000 point backcourt aces during 
his years at the Brownie helm. “Both of them were also 
different,” he added. 

Provost by many has been called the greatest Brownie 
guard of all time, if not the finest Agawam performer ever. 
During his stay at Agawam High School Provost excited fans 
with a total of 1,276 career points. “Sammy was a pure 
shooter,” Kibbe related.

Lt. Governor Tom O’Neill 
said that Human Services 
programs will be a “top 
priority” for federally 
funded public service jobs. 

O’Neill announced the 
tentative allocation of 590 
jobs for Human Services 
programs including: 
protective services for 
battered and neglected 
children, lead paint 
poisoning prevention, 
community mental health 
services, and job placement 
and after-care services for 
handicapped individuals. 

“Because of pressing 
budgetary restrictions and 
the need of people in this 
state for quality social 
services, Human Services 
programs have been made a 
top priority in the assign¬ 
ment of new public service 
positions,” O’Neill said. 

O’Neill noted that hiring 
had been moved forward one 
week from the original 
schedule to Jan. 30 and 
would be completed by Feb. 
14. 

Fifty positions are being 
assigned to the Protective 
Service and Inflicted Injury 
units of the Welfare Dept., 
both of which have recently 
blamed understaffing for 
their inability to handle 
some 160 cases. 

O’Neill said that 81 jobs 
have been assigned to 
regional quality control task 
forces to work with welfare 
inspectors in meeting a 
federal goal of three per cent 
ineligibility, with a $10 
million penalty for non- 
compliance. 

Untended welfare 
caseloads, which have risen 
proportionately to increased 
demands for AFDC and 
General Relief, will be 


reduced by the assignment 
of 133 jobs to-that area. 

O’Neill also said 11 jobs 
have been assigned to the 
Lead Paint Poisoning 
Prevention Program to 
assist with medical 
screening and treatment of 
lead paint poisoning victims. 

Also: 

— 89 jobs to the Dept, of 
Mental Health, primarily for 
outreach programs, day 
hospitals and halfway 
houses. 

— 46 positions for the job 
placement efforts of the 
Massachusetts Rehabilita¬ 
tion Commission, which 
helps handicapped people 
make “the transition from 
sheltered workshops to 
employment and community 
living.” 

— 25 positions to the Dept, 
of Public Health’s Institute 
of Laboratories for viral and 
hypertension programs. 

And: Office for Children, 
13; Dept, of Youth Services, 
7; Dept, of Corrections, 22; 
Parole Board, 9; Veteran’s 
Services, 4; Soldiers’ Home 
of Chelsea, 4; Rate Setting 
Commission, 3; Office of 
Comprehensive Health 
Planning, 6; Executive 
Office of Human Services, 4; 
Hospital Revenue Program, 
5; Medicaid Program, 48; 
Food Stamp Program, 25; 
and Welfare Dept. Central 
office staff, 5. 

O’Neill praised the work of 
Human Services and Office 
of Manpower Affairs 
Secretaries Lucy Benson 
and Howard Smith, and 
congratulated them and 
their staffs for their work in 
“completing the job 
development task in only 
three weeks.”
